Turkish food 
gets one star 


A TURKISH restaurant in 
Newmarket has been given 
a food hygiene rating of one. 

Dalyan Meze, in Crown 
Walk, was given a Food 
Standards Agency rating by 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil on January 24, 2017. 

The low rating, which is 
out of five, means that a ma¬ 
jor improvement is neces¬ 
sary to improve the dinery. 

According to the food safe¬ 
ty officer, the management 
of food safety requires a “ma¬ 
jor improvement”. 

The report says that in 
order to reach the correct 
standard, systems or checks 
have to be in place to ensure 
that food sold or served is 
“safe to eat”, that the staff 
know about food safety, and 
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the food safety officer has 
“confidence that the stand¬ 
ards will be maintained in 
the future”. 

The report also highlighted 
that there needs an improve¬ 
ment to the restaurant’s 
cleanliness and condition of 
facilities and building. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Our role is to protect public 
health, preventing residents 
from becoming ill from 
eating at or from a food es¬ 
tablishment where poor 
hygiene practices take place. 

“We routinely inspect 
business that serve food 
and score them against a 


number of different criteria 
such as food hygiene prac¬ 
tices, structure and cleaning 
standards and food safety 
management systems. 

“Businesses are then 
rated from nought to five, 
with five being the highest 
level achievable for food hy¬ 
giene. 

“Any business that re¬ 
ceives a low rating can re¬ 
quest a re-inspection after 
an appropriate cooling-off 
period, usually three months 
and we will advise them on 
the measures that they need 
to take to bring their hygiene 
up to a more satisfactory 
level.” 

Dalyan Meze Bar were 
unavailable for comment at 
time of publication.

Museum’s £5

A MUSEUM in Newmarket 
proved to be a winner by re¬ 
ducing its ticket prices to a 
fiver on Sunday.

The move came after the 
News reported that some

high”. 

Chris Garibaldi, direc¬ 
tor of the museum, told the 
News : “We couldn’t be more 
pleased with the success 
of our Find Out for a Fiver 
promotional offer that took 
place on Sunday. More than 
600 people visited us and 
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a significant proportion of 
them took the opportunity 
to upgrade to our annual 
pass. 

“It was a great atmosphere, 
feedback was extremely pos¬ 
itive and we were particular¬ 
ly pleased that so many local 
residents came to see what 
we have on offer.” 

Attractions at the mu¬ 
seum, which was officially 
opened by the Queen in No¬ 
vember, include the national 
gallery of British sporting art, 
a new National Horseracing 
Museum, and a horse ex¬ 
perience in the Rothschild 
Yard - where visitors have a 
chance to meet the equine 


heroes of the sport. 

Earlier this year, the mu¬ 
seum came under fire when 
some neighbours com¬ 
plained at not being offered 
a tour after “putting up” with 
three years of building work. 

Some also felt that there 
should be some form of dis¬ 
count for people who live in 
the area. 

But a spokesman from 
the Heritage Centre replied 
by saying there is “so much 
more” to offer. 

The museum currently 
charges £16.50 for general 
admissions, £40 for two 
adults and up to four chil¬ 
dren (a family deal), £15.50 
for concessions, £9.50 for 
children under 16 and is free 
for children under five.

A TEENAGER from Beck 
Row and a pensioner died 
after a crash at Mepal, near 
Ely, last week. 

The collision, involving a 
Ford Fiesta van and a Vaux- 
hall Meriva, happened at 
about 5.05pm on Monday 
on the A142 at Ireton’s Way. 

The teenager who died 
was the driver of the van 
and was later named as 
John Smith, 19, of Willow 
Park, Beck Row. 

His passenger, a teen¬ 
age girl who has not been 
named, suffered serious 
injuries and was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

The driver of the Vaux- 
hall, a man in his 70s who 
has also not been named, 
suffered serious injuries 
and was also taken to Ad¬ 
denbrooke’s. 

His passenger, later 
named as Wendy Wheat- 
ley, 74, of Valentine Close, 
Manea, was placed into an 
induced coma by a Magpas 
air ambulance doctor, be¬ 
fore being taken to the hos¬ 
pital by land ambulance.

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She was reported to be in 
a serious but stable condi¬ 
tion when she arrived, but 
later died. 

A county council spokes¬ 
person said: “Our thoughts 
are with all those involved 
as well as their friends and 
families. 

“Until the police finish 
their investigation it would 
be wrong of us to comment. 
But we, as always, will work 
with them closely and look 
at any action that could be 
taken, including any educa¬ 
tion campaigns to improve 
road safety. 

“The council is in the 
process of commissioning 
a detailed road safety route 
study of the A142 between 
Ely and Chatteris, which is 
expected to be complete by 
July this year.” 

The A142 has claimed 
the lives of five motorists in 
three years. 

In December, four cars 
and a lorry were involved 


in a crash on the A142 near 
Mepal - claiming the life 
of one person and leaving 
three others injured. 

Last June, a motorcyclist 
was killed after a collision 
with a van on the A142 near 
Mepal. 

In 2014, there was anoth¬ 
er fatal incident involving a 
lorry on the same road, near 
the Mepal Outdoor Centre. 

Magpas Air ambulance 
crews flew to Monday’s 
crash, south of Chatteris, at 
5.28pm. 

The medical team was 
Doctor VJ Sankar and para¬ 
medic Alex Pearce. The pi¬ 
lot was Steve Wood, who 
was with crew member Lee 
Kennedy. 

The incident was also at¬ 
tended by land ambulance 
paramedics, police and 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Services crews.

Police begin massive operation 
at landfill site in Corrie search

THE search to find missing airman 
Corrie McKeague at a Milton landfill 
site began this week. 

Around 8,000 tonnes of bulk 
material were removed and 
facilities have been placed at the 
site so that a full-scale search can be 
carried out. 

Police say it could take up to 10 
weeks to sift through 920 square 
metres of rubbish, up to eight me¬ 
tres deep. 

Detective Superintendent Katie 
Elliott said: “The search is likely to 
take six to 10 weeks to complete, 
although this will obviously depend 
on daily progress on the site. 

“We have a large area - around 
920 square metres, up to a depth 
of eight metres - of waste to search 
through and a plan has been put in 
place to manage this process to en¬ 
sure a thorough and comprehensive 
search is undertaken. 

“Teams of specialist search- 
trained police officers from both 
Suffolk and Norfolk will be carrying 
out the work to find anything that 
may be linked to the investigation.” 


Det Supt Elliott said that in plan¬ 
ning the search, the police had tak¬ 
en into account not only the need to 
find Corrie, but also factors includ¬ 
ing noise, odour and disruption 
implications for local residents and 
site workers. 


She added: “While the search may 
not provide the answers as to what 
happened, it is something we need 
to do as our investigation contin¬ 
ues.” 

One line of inquiry has focused 
on waste collections from the area 


of Bury St Edmunds where Corrie 
was last seen. 

It was known, and CCTV shows, 
that a waste lorry made a collection 
a short time after the last confirmed 
sighting of Corrie and the vehicle 
was seized in the early stages of the 


inquiry for forensic examination. 

This did not reveal any traces of 
Corrie, however the waste collec¬ 
tion has been one line of inquiry 
police have persisted with and kept 
under constant review. 

The landfill area where waste col¬ 
lected from Bury St Edmunds that 
morning was deposited has not had 
further items added to it since po¬ 
lice flagged up the site, early in the 
investigation. 

Detectives working on the case 
have carried out a systematic exam¬ 
ination of the possible options us¬ 
ing CCTV phone and social media 
analysis as well as searches and me¬ 
dia appeals. They have also talked 
to people who had contact with 
Corrie, investigated his background 
and social life and traced those who 
were out in Bury St Edmunds at the 
time of the last sighting - 3.25am on 
Saturday, September 24. 

A 26-year-old man, arrest¬ 
ed last week on suspicion of 
attempting to pervert the course of 
justice, was later bailed until next 
month.

Rates rise ‘may put a lot 
of people out of business’ 



NEWMARKET racehorse train¬ 
ers and local businesses are fear¬ 
ful of the “horrendous” increase 
in business rates next month. 

Small stables in the area 
look to be hit the most, with 
an increase of business rates at 
around 50 per cent on April 1. 

Businesses in the area such as 
retailers will be affected depend¬ 
ing on its value - but a 10 per 
cent rate rise has already caused 
Outdoor Leisure, in Wellington 
Street, to prepare to close its 
doors later this month. 

Manager feffrey Parrott, 59, 
told the News : “We can’t afford 
the bills, so we’re closing at the 
end of this month. It’s unfortu¬ 
nate about the rates - but it’s not 
just that, everything seems to be 
going up. 

“Footfall isn’t good and people 
seem to go on the internet to buy 
their goods. The frustrating part 
is that people don’t realise that 
sometimes our prices are cheap¬ 
er than places on the internet. 

“Last summer it started to go 
quiet, so we were expecting it.” 

Mr Parrott, who started the 
business two and a half years 
ago, added: “I’m going to move 
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onto the markets - and I know 
the market in Newmarket isn’t a 
brilliant one, but it’s something 
I’m going to try to do.” 

Meanwhile, Ilka Gansera-Lev- 
eque, 40, who has been a racing 
trainer in the town for five years, 
said: “They’re horrendous rates 
- there’s no way you can put 
up your day rate to cover those 
costs, unless you’re a top quality 
trainer. 

“It’s a pressure that we don’t 
need. It’ll put so much pressure 
on us mentally, and it’s not good 
for the cash flow whatsoever. 

“I can’t believe the Govern¬ 
ment are putting this on us - it 
feels like they want to put you 
out of business more than any¬ 
thing. It’s crazy and unrealistic.” 

Ilka started the Saint Wen- 
dred’s stable yard in Hamilton 
Road with two horses in 2012. 
She has since grown to around 
30 stables with 15 horses within 
her five year tenure. 

She does not believe she could 
have managed this feat un¬ 


der the “financial pressures” to 
come. 

Mark Tompkins, chairman of 
the Newmarket Trainers’ Federa¬ 
tion said: “We are very worried 
about the rates. If it’s going up 
then it’ll certainly hit quite a lot 
of the businesses. 

“It hasn’t gone up in around 
seven years - so we understand 
that it’s got to go up a little bit, 
but as much as 53 per cent? 

“It’s not like every yard is in 
Bond Street. You can’t say one 
wooden stable is the same as a 
top class block or a brick stable 
- all the yards have a difference. 
They’re saying that each stable is 
worth £1,000. 

“We’ve had a meeting with 
the evaluation officer and we’ve 
shown him a different side. 
We’re going to wait and see what 
they come up with. 

“But if they’re not sensible 
about it, they’re going to put a lot 
of people out of business. 

“Around 80 per cent of the 
trainers are very tight on their 
margins - most trainers only tick 
over because of the prize money, 
which is pretty low.” 

A factor which could affect 


racehorsing staff is the abolition 
of the ‘empty box relief’. 

This meant that if only half of 
the stable boxes had horses in 
them, the owners would not pay 
as much than if they were full. 

Cllr Lance Stanbury, Cabi¬ 
net Member for Planning and 
Growth at Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “Business rates 
are currently set by the Govern¬ 
ment, with the District Council 
responsible for collecting all the 
money on the Government’s be¬ 
half but retaining less than 10 
per cent for services. 

“While we are not responsible 
for the level of business rates, we 
are able to advise any business 
that contacts us, about Busi¬ 
ness Rate Relief - a mechanism 
for reducing the amount that a 
qualifying business has to pay. 
Therefore if any businesses out 
there are concerned I would ad¬ 
vise them to get in contact with 
our partners at Anglia Revenues 
Partnership.”

Hospital ward forced to close after norovirus outbreak 


AN outbreak of the contagious 
norovirus has shut a ward at 
West Suffolk Hospital. 

Ward G4 has been closed to 
new admissions after three cases 
were confirmed in the ward. 

The Trust is asking people who 
have had sickness or diarrhoea 
to stay away from hospital until 
they have been symptom free for 
48 hours. 


Rowan Procter, chief nurse at 
West Suffolk NHS Foundation 
Trust, said: "Norovirus is very 
infectious and every year there 
are cases in the community 
which transfer to the hospital. 
Because the virus has an 
incubation period of a few days, 
people are often unaware that 
they are carrying it until after 
they have passed it on. 


"We would advise anyone who 
has had diarrhoea or vomiting 
to stay away from the hospital 
for at least 48 hours after they 
have recovered, even if they feel 
better. Otherwise they run the 
risk of unknowingly passing the 
highly contagious illness on to 
someone who is already sick. 

"Anyone who visits the 
hospital should be vigilant and 


take care to clean their hands. 

If they are visiting the affected 
ward, they should use soap 
and water when they arrive and 
before they leave as the alcohol 
gel is not effective against this 
virus." 

If people are worried about 
their symptoms they can ring 
NHS 111 or visit their local 
pharmacy, to receive advice.

Brexit may cost 
county millions 


BREXIT may mark a massive 
funding loss for Suffolk after 
it was revealed the county 
was given more than £5 mil¬ 
lion by the EU in five years. 

Nine projects were funded 
by the European Union in 
the county, ranging from 
an employment service de¬ 
signed for young people, 
to grants to businesses to 
improve energy efficiency 
measures. 

But leaving the EU would 
mean millions of pounds of 
funding lost to the county. 

The total amount of EU 
funding to the county from 
2012-17 was £5,270,865. 

Chancellor of the Excheq¬ 
uer, Philip Hammond, con¬ 
firmed in August last year 
that there were guaranteed 
funds for projects even after 
the UK departs from the EU. 

However, it appears that 
projects will only be hon¬ 
oured by the Government if 
they are classified as ‘good 
value for money’ or ‘in line 
with domestic strategic pri¬ 
orities’ - which does not 
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guarantee that projects will 
get continued funding. 

West Suffolk MR Matthew 
Hancock, told the News : “I 
am pleased that we will con¬ 
tinue to support worthwhile 
local programmes that cur¬ 
rently receive EU funding. 

“In the longer run, I be¬ 
lieve that leaving the EU 
presents us with a real op¬ 
portunity to improve on the 
system that we have at the 
moment. We can make our 
own decisions about how to 
deliver important goals for 
local communities, and en¬ 
sure that money is spent re¬ 
sponsibly and effectively on 
projects that work for West 
Suffolk.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “It is 
too early to say what effect 
there will be, if any, from ex¬ 
iting the European Union. 
The funding is still in place 


to be bid for until 2018. Over 
the last 8-10 years, such 
funding from Europe has 
declined and in the last three 
years this has been suc¬ 
ceeded to a large degree by 
Growth Deal funds through 
our work with the New An¬ 
glia LEE This money has 
been used for large capital 
infrastructure projects that 
support economic growth.” 

The efforts that were 
funded by the EU include: 

Business Energy Efficient 
(BEE) at £1,954,900 - which 
provides independent car¬ 
bon business reviews, and 
grants to businesses to im¬ 
plement energy efficiency 
measures. 

MyGo at £2,465,779 - 
which is the UK’s first em¬ 
ployment service designed 
for young people between 
the age of 16 to 24, providing 
“holistic” support to young

Former mayor: Audit 
report is ‘heartening’ 


AN audit report which found 
“serious weaknesses” in the run¬ 
ning of Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil was “heartening”, says a for¬ 
mer town mayor. 

The report from global ac¬ 
countancy firm BDO, which was 
made public last month, covered 
the council’s finances for the fi¬ 
nancial year up to March, 2016. 

An issue highlighted by the re¬ 
port was the purchase of a new 
boiler for the Memorial Hall af¬ 
ter giving councillors two work¬ 
ing days’ notice of the relevant 
meeting when rules state it 
should be three days. 

Cllr John Berry, who was town 
mayor during the period, said: 
“It would be impossible for one 
of those reports to find nothing 
wrong, and it’s disappointing to 
find it highlighted as much as it 
was. But it was quite heartening 
that the BDO thought the boiler 
issue was our worst offence. It 
meant we hadn’t done anything 
particularly serious. 

“We needed to get the boiler 
fixed as soon as possible, other¬ 
wise staff would have been work- 
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ing in unsatisfactory conditions, 
without any hot water and heat¬ 
ing. In retrospect we should have 
saved the meeting for a day.” 

Councillors rejected the re¬ 
port at a town council meeting 
last week, saying BDO had made 
“fundamental errors”. 

The main detail councillors 
disagreed with was that the 
council had problems because 
former town clerk Isabelle Bar¬ 
rett was off “due to sickness”, 
claiming this was wrong and 
that Ms Barrett was present dur¬ 
ing that period. 

Mayor of Newmarket, Cllr 
Andy Drummond, who took up 
his position in May 2016, said 
the “damning” report would 
have been made public sooner 
but there were issues which 
needed looking into. 

In the report, BDO stated that 
Cllr Drummond and other coun¬ 
cillors would not sign off three of 
nine areas highlighted.

These included whether he 
thought the council maintained 
an adequate system of internal 
control, including measures 
designed to prevent and detect 
fraud and corruption. 

Councillors also felt the previ¬ 
ous council did not “take reason¬ 
able steps” to ensure there were 


no matters of actual or potential 
non-compliance with laws, reg¬ 
ulations and proper practices. 

A number of issues were raised 
at a meeting last year, including 
councillors signing their own ex¬ 
penses and signing cheques for 
organisations they chaired out¬ 
side the council. 

At the town council meeting 
last month, Newmarket resident 
Sara Beckett detailed her views 
on her dealings with the former 
town clerk. 

Ms Beckett claimed she in¬ 
spected the financial accounts 
between June and August 2016, 
after Ms Barrett went on sick 
leave, something which she had 
“not been able to do transpar¬ 
ently” in the past. 

However, in response to the 
claims surrounding the former 
town clerk, Cllr Berry said: “I 
found her to be an efficient and 
conscientious employee.”

WE all know that Burwell is one 
of the finest villages in the re¬ 
gion, with plenty of thriving lo¬ 
cal businesses and picturesque 
attractions. What you might not 
know is that Burwell is twinned 
with two villages and one small 
town, all located in France. The 
Burwell Village Twinning Asso¬ 
ciation has previously arranged 
visits for the community to visit 
their continental cousins - but 
if you don’t want to make the 
trip across the Channel, here’s 
everything you need to know 
about the twin villages. 

Lizy-sur-Ourcq is the only 
village mentioned on the signs 
upon entering Burwell and is 


likely Burwell’s best known 
twin town because of this fact. 
This small community is locat¬ 
ed in the Ile-de-France region 
in the North West- the most 
densely inhabited in the coun¬ 
try, due to Paris falling squarely 
in the region. However, Lizy- 
sur-Ourcq only makes up a 
small percentage of the 12 mil¬ 
lion strong population of the 
region- on the last census, the 
population was 3,583, which is 
less than half the current popu¬ 
lation of Burwell. 

Located in the same region 
and with an even smaller popu¬ 
lation than Lizy-sur-Ourcq is 
Mary-sur-Marne. It may have a 


population of barely over 1,000, 
but it isn’t even the smallest of 
the twin villages. Despite its 
size, you can see exactly why 
it makes a perfect partner to 
Burwell - it is home to beauti¬ 
ful scenery and some fantastic 
architecture, with a warm, wel¬ 
coming, close-knit community. 

The final twin location can 
also be found nearby - the 
small commune of Ocquerre, 
which according to the last cen¬ 
sus, had a population of just 
445. Finding out anything more 
about Ocquerre is close to im¬ 
possible without actually visit¬ 
ing. It’s so small, it doesn’t even 
have an online footprint, with 


very few photos of the com¬ 
mune online. That being said, 
it has been carefully selected 
for twin status with good rea¬ 
son; again, it has fantastically 
constructed architecture, such 
as the free standing town hall, 
as well as a vibrant community 
spirit comparable with that of 
Burwell. 

Burwell is one of East An¬ 
glia’s hidden treasures, beloved 
by everybody who has been for¬ 
tunate enough to visit. There 
is no wonder it has partnered 
with these three wonderfully 
quaint locations - they are a 
match made in heaven if there 
ever was one.

of young drivers 
(51 per cent) can't 
bring themselves to turn off 
their mobile phones before 
driving, according to an AA/ 
Populus poll of 1 7,979 for 
the AA Charitable Trust.
